Past year are summarized as follows 
by Miss Bessie Drain:

Junior High, four students with posi- 
tive reaction were x-rayed, doctors 
contacted, and five families visited for 
follow-up work, four referred to the 
State Clinic for further study, one 
to a private doctor — a total of 16 in- 
dividuals. 

Suffering from contagious diseases, 
there were excluded from school, un- 
der quarantine: 23 for chicken pox, 

9 measles, 14 mumps, 3 scarlet fever, 

10 conjunctivitis, 3 impetigo con- 
tagiosa, 2 scabies, 4 pediculosis.
